Summary of Findings: 

The Graves Registration Report Form (6 September 1923) for Plot 4 Row G Grave 9 of 
the Unicorn Cemetery lists Lieutenant Colonel Ralph Hindle of the 4 th Loyal North 
Lancashire Regiment {should read 1 st /4 th> , killed in action on 30 November 1917. It 
appears had been concentrated in May 1920 and was later exhumed, but not identified, 
on 18 January 1921. The reported recovery position was more than 5,000 yards away 
from where he was killed, within the battlefield cemetery of the 6 th Bn Leicestershire 
Regiment. 

The CWGC documents do not appear to give any consideration to the likelihood that the 
remains are those of Lieutenant Colonel William Norman Stewart attached to the 6 th Bn 
Leicestershire Regiment, killed by a sniper in that precise location on 22 March 1918. 

The evidence is clear that the wrong Lieutenant Colonel was identified. 
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Preamble 

The discovery of the misidentification of the Lieutenant Colonel buried in Plot 4 Row G 
Grave 9 of the Unicorn Cemetery, Vendhuile came about as a result of a separate 
investigation into the identity of a Captain of the Leicestershire Regiment in the Epehy 
Wood Cemetery . A separate report was filed dealing with the Leicestershire Captain . 

A number of men of both the 6 th , 7 th and 8 th Battalions of the Leicestershire Regiment 
were lost in the area of Epehy during the great German advance of March 21, 1918 
(Operation Michael). In general terms, the men of the 8 th Battalion were recovered 
during post war exhumations in the sectors 62c.E.5 and 62c.E.6. The men of the 6 th 
Battalion were recovered from battalion burial grounds to the south in sectors 62c.E.11 
and 62c.E.12. 

During that analysis it became apparent that a Lieutenant Colonel of the 6 th Battalion 
had been shot and killed by a sniper on 22 March 1918 but that his remains had not 
been recovered. That seemed very odd, given his rank as Lieutenant Colonel and the 
fact that there was a specific battalion burial ground. How did they lose a Lieutenant 
Colonel? 

The answer lay in the Concentration of Graves Report ( COG-BR 2543292) that showed 
clearly that a Lieutenant Colonel had been recovered at 62c.E.12.d.4.8, the site of the 
6 th Battalion burial ground. The Lieutenant Colonel was not named and the immediate 
observation was that it must be Lieutenant Colonel Stewart. Found with the Lieutenant 
Colonel were a number of 6 th Battalion men, including Lieutenant J. L. Roberts , 
Company Serjeant Major H. C. May #12813 , and Private S. S. Smith #41407 . 

The Special Exhumation Report ( SPEC-EXH 2055857) for the Lieutenant Colonel even 
notes the recovery of the remains from within the 5 th (sic 6 th ) Battalion burial ground, 
killed in action on the morning of 22 March 1918. Somewhere in the process between 
the COG-BR (undated), the SPEC-EXH (18 January 1921) and the GRRF (6 
September 1923), the unknown officer was named as Lieutenant Colonel Hindle. There 
is no explanation as to why the Lieutenant Colonel’s remains would have mysteriously 
appeared more than 5,000 yards away from the location where his death occurred. 

Coincidentally, they also reported the “Unknown British Serjeant” in grave 3.G.11, found 
at the same location, later changed to “Believed to Be” J. Heaps #200057 . Of the 25 
men of the l st /4 th lost that day, they are the only two men of the Loyal North Lancashire 
Regiment reported buried in this cemetery. 

There is no reason to believe that Serjeant Heaps would be buried more than 5,000 
yards away from where he fell. Two Serjeants of the 6 th Battalion Leicestershire 
Regiment ( Bollands #11933 and Cross #36380) were killed with Lieutenant Colonel 
Stewart on 22 March 1918, at that location, and are named on the Pozieres Memorial 
for the missing. One of those Serjeants is the more likely candidate for the burial in the 
grave marked for Serjeant Heaps. 
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Details of Findings: 

The evaluation of all the documentary evidence reveals that a misidentification of the 
Lieutenant Colonel was made at some point during the recovery and review process. 
The named Lieutenant Colonel (Hindle) was not lost in that area, while another 
unnamed Lieutenant Colonel (Stewart), lost at that precise location, was not named. 

The findings are based on the following: 

1. The Graves Registration Report Form (GRRF) for Plot 4 Row G Grave 9 of the 
Unicorn Cemetery, Vendhuile lists “Hindle (DSO), Lt. Col. R., 30-11-17” of the 1/4 
L.N. Lancs. (Attachment #1). The document notes that this information was 
entered on 6 September 1923 and the slips were checked on 2 November 1923. 
There are no marks on this form to indicate that these men were exhumations. 

2. The Concentration of Graves (Exhumations and Re-burials) Burial Return (COG- 
BR) reveals that these men in Plot 4 Row G were exhumations. The Lieutenant 
Colonel was identified by his uniform; however there is no mention of the 
battalion or regiment (Attachment #2). This form is not dated, however COG-BR 
2543288 shows the 83 rd Labour Company completed exhumations in August - 
September 1919 and then No. 8 Grave Registration Unit took over in May 1920 
COG-BR 2543290 . The No. 8 GRU also exhumed the Lieutenant Colonel. 

3. The Report on Special Exhumations (SPEC-EXH) reports that the remains of the 
Lieutenant Colonel were exhumed on 18 January 1921 (Attachment #3). The 
rank, name, and date of death were recorded as “Not Known”. The rank of 
Lieutenant Colonel had previously been made by the GRU and recorded on a 
cross on the grave. Also reported on the document was the following: 

“The above named officer was originally exhumed at map reference 
62c. E. 12.c. 7.4, together with a number of other ranks of the 5 th . Battn. 
Leicestershire Regt, Killed in Action morning of 23/3/1918.” 

4. The Headstone Schedule (HD-SCHD) for this grave names the Lieutenant 
Colonel as Ralph Hindle (Attachment #4). The document is not dated. 

5. The War Diary of the l st /4 th Battalion Loyal North Lancashire Regiment reports 
that the battalion was stationed at Vaucellette Camp on 30 November 1917, in 
the vicinity of Vaucellette Farm 57c.X.13.c.4.5. The enemy was reported to be in 
a line from the Beet Factory 57c.X.14.b.0.5 to the Chapel Crossing 
57c.X.7.c.13.35, which places them northeast of the British and southwest of 
Villers-Guislain. Instructions were received from the 166 th Infantry Brigade to 
clear the enemy from Villers-Guislain, first removing the enemy from Villers Hill 
57c.X.15.b. Lieutenant Colonel Hindle led the battalion in this action (Attachment 
#5a). The war diary continues to report that the advance was about 200 yards 
from the crest of Villers Hill when their ammunition ran short and fresh enemy 
troops advanced over the hill in considerable strength. It was here that 
Lieutenant Colonel Hindle was killed (Attachment #5b). 
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The Brigade War Diary also recorded the events, noting that after the death of 
the commander the battalion withdrew to their position in the trenches in front of 
Vaucellette Farm (Attachment #5c). The casualties are listed in the Brigade war 
Diary for 1 December 1917, at which time the 1 st /4 th Battalion had moved west to 
Hamel 57d.Q.23 (Attachment #5d). Casualties also included Second Lieutenant 
J. H. Livesev and Captain R. N. L. Buckmaster . Their graves have not been 
identified and they are both remembered on the Cambrai Memorial. 

A narrative on the action of the 1 st /4 th Battalion Loyal North Lancashire Regiment 
is provided in their war history available on Archive.org ( this link) . Extracts of the 
text are provided for information, including a map (Attachments #5e and #5f). 
Additional details on the Company Commanders are provided in the text, which 
is not detailed in the official war diary account. The war history also provides a 
reference to a Battalion Memorial to be constructed in the area and the mention 
of the graves marked with a Divisional Cocarde. We have found no subsequent 
reference to those markers. 

6. The War Diary of the 6 th Battalion Leicestershire Regiment tells us about the 
alternative candidate for the remains, Lieutenant Colonel William Norman 
Stewart. The battalion was at Epehy on the opening day of Operation Michael, 21 
March 1918 when the call to man “Battle Stations” was received (Attachment 
#6a). By mid-day of the 21 st the Germans already held Malaise Farm 
62c.F2.c.2.0 and had entered Ronssoy Wood 62c.F.15 and were seen 
advancing towards Epehy. On the morning of the 22 nd there was an intense 
bombardment of the front line, aggravated by sniper fire. One of the snipers shot 
Lieutenant Colonel Stewart in the head, death reported as being instantaneous 
(Attachment #6b). The time reported was 8:40 am. 

The death of Lieutenant Colonel Stewart is also recorded in the war diary of the 
110 th Infantry Brigade (Attachment #6c). It notes that Stewart was killed just prior 
to the withdrawal, all of which was complete by 10 am. This places him between 
Capron Copse 62c.E.17 and Epehy 62c.E.6, in the spot where the remains of the 
Unknown Lieutenant Colonel were recovered in 62c.E.12. 

Information gleaned from the 8 th Battalion war diary tells us more about the 
location of the active Battalion HQ at Fisher’s Keep, when either the 6 th or 8 th 
Battalion is “in the line” (Attachment #6d). On the 14th they changed the Support 
Battalions with another company sent to Saulcourt, two companies left in Epehy 
and the HQ moved to Saulcourt. The second company at Saulcourt was for the 
defence of the Yellow Line, 1,000 yards west of Epehy. Here it reports that 
the Battalion HQ moved to a mined dugout in the Epehy- Villers Faucon 
Road. That would place them in 62c.E.12 (b or c) or 62c.E.18.a. This coincides 
with the description of the death of Lieutenant Colonel Stewart, outside the 
dugout, in the area to the southwest of Epehy. 

7. When all of this information is assembled on a period trench map, the details for 
each of Lieutenant Colonel Hindle and Lieutenant Colonel Stewart clearly show 
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the error in the location of each Lieutenant Colonel relative to where the remains 
were recovered (Attachment #7). 

There is no question that Lieutenant Colonel William Norman Stewart was in the 
precise location where the remains were recovered; however Lieutenant Colonel 
Ralph Hindle was more than 5,000 yards away to the northeast. As earlier stated, 
the same applies to the remains of Serjeant J. Heapes who the records say is 
“Believed to Be” the remains of the other man of the 1 st /4 th Loyal North 
Lancashire Regiment buried in Unicorn Cemetery. Both of these men were 
initially listed as “Unknown”. 


Action Required: 

The “Investigative Report” has been prepared in accordance with the procedures and 
criteria set out by the CWGC, should they wish to make any changes to the 
commemoration details (Attachment #8). 

The evidence is clear that Lieutenant Colonel William Norman Stewart was killed in 
action at the precise location where the remains were recovered. He was not named as 
the Lieutenant Colonel whose remains were recovered. Lieutenant Colonel Ralph 
Hindle was killed more than 5,000 yards away from where the remains were recovered, 
yet was named as the Unknown Lieutenant Colonel. 

The remains of the Lieutenant Colonel were found within the boundaries of the known 
burial ground of the 6 th Battalion, Leicestershire Regiment, the unit which Lieutenant 
Colonel Stewart led during the action at Epehy. There is no conceivable reason why the 
remains of Lieutenant Colonel Ralph Hindle would have been transported 5,000 yards 
to be buried in a battalion burial ground with which he had no affiliation. 

The evidence is clear that the wrong Lieutenant Colonel was identified.

This “Reporting and RevieW’ attachment is provided to assist all parties in the submission of an 
investigative report related to the identification of the burial location, or headstone markings, of a 
member of the Commonwealth Forces during the Great War 1914-1921 .The Commonwealth 
War Graves Commission (CWGC) receives a copy of this report in the event they wish to make 
changes to the commemoration details. In order to alter the records, the CWGC has set out 
their criteria for the procedure and submission of cases for review, as detailed below. The 
CWGC is under no obligation to make changes based on a report. 

This process differs from cases related to members of the Canadian Expeditionary Force (CEF) 
as these do not go first to the CWGC Canadian Agency in Ottawa. We have modified the 
requirement information noted below to include CWGC criteria from their source material: 


Guideline Criteria for Submission: 


Evidence and Source Material: 


Cases need to present clear and 
convincing evidence to prove the identity 
of a casualty and must not be based on 
assumption or speculation. The 
Commission's Commemoration Team will 
also consider whether the findings of a 
better informed contemporary 
investigation are being revisited and if 
there is any new evidence to consider. By 
way of example, it is unlikely that the 
Commission would support a revision of 
the arrangements for the commemoration 
where it is apparent that no new evidence 
is being presented and, a better informed 
previous decision is being revisited some 
100 years later. 


Un-cited resources cannot be accepted as official 
evidence. Research conducted on the internet will 
only be accepted if supplied by a recognised 
authority such as the CWGC, National Archives 
etc. Any primary (contemporary) sources e.g. the 
National Archives, CWGC, and Genealogical 
website original documentation etc. must be 
copied and submitted with the case. The relevant 
pages of any secondary material e.g. published 
reference books and articles; website material etc. 
should also be copied and submitted. All sources 
must be correctly referenced as footnotes 
throughout the submission as well as cited in a 
complete bibliography of consulted sources 
Referencing is essential to any historical research 
and should contain some uniform elements. 


The following have participated in the preparation, review and submission of this report on a 
voluntary basis. Those noted below have read the investigative report and compared it to the 
criteria set out by the CWGC, as a guiding principle, and have agreed to have their name 
included as part of the review team.
